The  Latest  on  the  Farm  Seed  Situation 

SEED  OATS: — A  very  large  percentage  of  the  oat  crop  is  very  light  in  weight  and  of  poor  quality. 
As  a  result,  good  seed  oats  are  scarce.  Seed  Laboratories  report  germination  tests  of  many  stocks 
are  far  too  low.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  good  supply  of  heavy  oats  showing  good  germination. 
SEED  BARLEY : — The  crop  this  year  is  a  little  larger  than  the  five  year  average,  but  a  large  part  of 
this  was  damaged  by  unfavorable  weather  during  harvest  time.  We  have  only  a  few  thousand  bushels 
of  choice  seed  for  our  customers. 

SEED  CORN : — The  seed  corn  situation  looks  serious.  The  farther  west  one  goes  the  more  ser¬ 
ious  it  looks.  Excessive  moisture,  lack  of  sunshine  and  early  freezes  have  wrought  havoc  with  the 
seed  corn  and  a  large  proportion  has  been  rendered  worthless  for  seed.  We  feel  that  good  seed  corn 
will  be  scarce  by  planting  time  and  advise  earlv  purchases  while  our  present  stock  of  high  germinat¬ 
ing  seed  is  available. 

SEED  POTATOES: — The  combined  supply  of  certified  seed  from  Maine,  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and 
Michigan  is  considerably  under  that  of  a  year  ago.  Certified  Russets  and  Smooth  Rurals  are  about 
50%  short  of  a  year  ago  and  the  shortest  crop  in  several  years.  Prices  are  at  the  low  point  of  the 
year  and  with  the  increasing  demand  for  seed,  should  work  slightly  upward.
